A  Brief  History 


The  Act  to  establish,  locate  and  maintain  a  Soldiers'  Home  in  the 
State  of  Montana  was  approved  March  18,  1895,  and  his  Excellency 
John  E.  Rickards,  in  due  time  appointed  Hon.  P.  R.  Dolman,  of  Butte, 
C.  B.  Miller,  M.  D.,  of  Helena;  Ed.  F.  Ferris  of  Bozeman,  and  Lyman 
Loring  as  the  first  Board  of  Managers.  R.  E.  Fisk  was  also  a  member 
of  the  Board  by  virtue  of  his  office  as  Department  Commander  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  for  the   State  of  Montana. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  was  held  in  Helena  on 
May  7,  1895,  at  which  time  Hon.  P.  R.  Dolman  was  elected  President  of 
the  Board,  and  Dr.  C.  B.  Miller  was   chosen   Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

The  Act  establishing  the  Home  provided  that  proposals  for  sites 
should  be  made  to  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  that  no  proposal  should 
be  considered  that  did  not  contemplate  the  giving  to  the  State  of  Mon- 
tana at  least  40  acres  of  tillable  land.  Some  fifteen  offers  of  land  and 
donations  of  money  were  filed  in  response  to  the  advertisement,  and  on 
August  8,  1895,  the  Board  of  Managers  accepted  the  offer  of  the  North- 
ern International  Improvement  Company  of  Columbia  Falls,  Montana. 
This  offer  included  160  acres  of  land,  $3,100.00  cash  and  the  installa- 
tion of  boiler,  engine,  pumps  and  tanks. 

On  December  4,  1895,  the  Board  met  and  advertised  for  plans  for 
the  first  building,  to  be  constructed  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  the  sum  of 
$10,000.00.  On  February  5,  1896,  the  plans  and  specifications  of  Mr. 
C.  S.  Haire  were  accepted.  Bids  for  the  completion  of  the  building 
were  requested^  and  on  April  6,  1896,  the  bid  of  Mr.  Fred  Whiteside  for 
the  sum  of  $9,895.00  was  accepted.  The  building  was  completed  and 
accepted  in  due  time. 

On  Memorial  Day,  May  30,  1896,  the  cornerstone  was  laid  by  Gov- 
ernor J.  E.  Rickards  with  appropriate  ceremonies.  A  large  crowd 
gathered  from  the  surrounding  country,  and  the  occasion  was  patriotic 
and  impressive.  Governor  Rickards  made  a  splendid  address  as  did 
other   prominent   citizens    who   were    present. 

Hon.  D.  J.  Hennessy  donated  the  first  flag  for  the  Home,  and  at 
a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  held  on  May  5,  1896,  a  unani- 
mous vote  of  thanks  was  tendered  to  Mr.  Hennessy. 

On  August  4,  1896,  Captain  J.  R.  Hillman  was  made  the  unanimous 
choice   for   Commandant    of  the   Home. 

The  application  and  recommendation  of  nine  persons  were  pre- 
sented to  the  Board  and  upon  the  vote  of  the  Board  were  admitted  to 
the  Home. 

Captain  Hillman  resigned  his  position  as  Commandant  of  the  Home 
in  the  fall  of  1902,  and  on  the  2nd  of  December  of  that  year  Captain 
H.  S.  Howell  was  elected  in  his  stead.  Captain  Howell  died  at  the 
Home  on  September  11,  1911,  and  Captain  J.  E.  Sprague  was  chosen 
to   succeed  him. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  at  the  Home  was  held 
on  May  6,  1897,  and  on  June  17,  1897,  the  first  application  for  mem- 
bership was  approved.  Since  the  Home  opened,  over  500  veterans  have 
been  enrolled,  and  of  this  number  40  served  in  the  Spanish-American 
war  and  three  were  Indian  fighters  during  the  years  1876-1877  in 
the    Territory    of    Montana. 

The  law  concerning  "Who  is  eligible  to  membership"  is   so  illy   un 
derstood  by   those   who   may  be   admitted,   and   also   by   the    officers    of 
the   several   counties    of   the    state,   that   the   same   are    reprinted    here.

The    following    is    the    law    regarding    admissions,    as    amended    by 
the   Sixteenth   Legislative  Assembly: 
"Be  It  Enacted  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the   State  of  Montana: 

"Section  1.  That  Section  1290  of  the  Montana  Codes  be  amended 
to  read  as  follows: 

"Any  soldier,  sailor  or  marine,  who  served  in  the  army  or  navy  of 
the  United  States  during  the  late  Civil  War,  or  in  the  Mexican  War,  or 
during  any  troubles  between  the  United  States  and  the  Government  of 
Mexico,  or  the  people  of  Mexico,  or  in  the  late  war  with  Spain,  or  in 
any  insurrection  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  or  during  the  Boxer  troubles 
with  China,  or  who,  within  the  borders  of  the  Territory  of  Montana, 
served  in  the  Sioux  War  of  1876  or  the  Nez  Perce  War  of  1877,  or  dur- 
ing the  war  with  Germany  and  Austria,  or  who  served  in  Russia,  Si- 
beria or  any  other  foreign  country  during  the  war  with  Germany 
and  Austria,  or  who,  while  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  served  in 
the  army  or  navy  of  any  of  the  Allies  of  the  United  States  and  has 
returned  to  and  lives  in  Montana,  or  during  any  troubles  arising  or 
growing  out  of  any  such  war  or  wars  and  has  received  honorable  dis- 
charge therefrom,  who  at  the  time  of  admission  is  an  invalid  by  reason 
of  disease  contracted,  wounds  received,  or  by  reason  of  other  disability, 
shall  be  eligible  to  admission  to  the  benefits  of  the  Home  under  the 
rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Managers  thereof 
on  the  certificate  of  disability  by  a  county  commissioner  and  the 
county  physician  of  the  county  in  which  the  applicant  may  reside;  and 
the  transportation  of  such  applicant  to  the  said  Soldiers'  Home  shall 
be  a  proper  county  charge  and  be  paid  by  said  county  if  the  applicant 
is  unable  to  pay  the  same.  Provided,  that  the  benefits  of  said  Home 
shall  not  be  extended  to  anyone  who  has  not  resided  within  the  State 
of  Montana  for  a  period  of  one  year  next  preceding  the  date  of  his 
application,  or  to  anyone  who  has  not  resided  within  the  county  from 
which  he  asks  to  be  sent  to  the  Home  for  the  period  of  three  months 
from  the  date  of  his  application,  nor  to  anyone  convicted  of  a  felony 
or  of  a  crime  involving  moral  turpitude,  nor  shall  anyone  who  has 
been  an  habitual  drunkard  be  received  without  sufficient  evidence  of 
subsequent  good  conduct  and  reformation  of  character  as  may  be  sat- 
isfactory to  the  said  Board  of  Managers.  Provided,  further,  that  in 
case  said  Soldiers'  Home  shall  not  have  the  capacity  to  receive  all 
persons  designated  here,  that  veterans  of  the  Civil  War  shall  have 
preference  as  to  admission. 

"Section  2.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage  and  approval." 

Approved    February    21,    1919. 

"Section  1291.  The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Soldiers'  Home  is 
authorized  and  empowered  to  admit  to  the  privileges  of  the  Home, 
under  such  rules  as  the  Board  may  prescribe,  the  wives  or  widows 
of  soldiers  or  sailors,  who  are  inmates  or  who  may  be  or  may  have 
been  eligible  to  admission  as  inmates  and  who  were  married  prior 
to  the  year  1902. 

"Section  2.  All  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  in  conflict  herewith  are 
hereby   repealed. 

"Section  3.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage 
and    approval." 

Approved    March    14,   1913.

As  required  by  law,  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Montana  Sol- 
diers' Home  beg  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  affairs  of 
the  institution  for  the  twelve    (12)    months   ending  November   30,   1921: 

POPULATION 

On  December  1,  1920,  there  were  present  for  duty,  45;  sick,  27; 
total  present,  72;  absent  with  leave,  30;  total  present  and  absent, 
102. 

During  the  year  24  members  have  been  admitted  and  12  re-ad- 
mitted; 12  have  been  discharged  on  their  own  request.  The  Home 
lost  14  by  death,  and  1  has  been  dropped  for  overstaying  his  six 
months   leave. 

Leave  has  been  granted  to  110,  and  114  have  returned  from  leave 
during   the   year. 

On  November  30,  1921,  there  are  56  present  for  duty.  29  sick,  total 
85   present.     Absent  with   leave   26;    total   present  and  absent   111.

POPULATION 

On  December  1,  1921,  there  were  present  for  duty  56,  sick  29, 
total  present  85.

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REPORT  OF  REPAIRS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS 

During  the  past  two  years  the  Board  of  Managers  have  made  the 
following    repairs    and    improvements 

They  tore  up  the  old  and  rotting  board  walk  connecting  the  dif- 
ferent buildings  and  put  in  concrete  sidewalks  instead,  totaling  1150 
lineal  feet. 

The  old  cow  barn,  having  been  condemned  by  the  Dairy  Inspector, 
the  Board  built  a  large  dairy  and  horse  barn  of  the  best  type  and 
containing  all  the  latest  fixtures  and  conveniences  we  now  have  a 
barn  of  which  the  Home  and  the  State  can  well  be  proud. 

We  have  built  one-half  mile  of  new  fence  with  cedar  posts  and 
galvanized  wire. 

The  old  board  walk  from  the  grounds  to  the  public  road  and  rail- 
road siding  was  becoming  unsafe  and  has  been  replaced  by  a  good 
concrete  walk  1650  feet  long  and  4  feet  wide.  This  walk  is  a  great 
convenience  and  comfort  to  the  old  folks  who  use  it  for  promenad- 
ing and  exercising  as  well  as  in  going  to  and  from  the  railroad  sta- 
tion. 

The  buildings  have  all  been  repainted  inside  and  out,  including 
the   roofs   and  all   necessary  repairs  have   been  made. 

A  garage  has  been  built  to  hold  a  truck  and  two  cars  and  a  good 
gasoline   pump   installed. 

Other  smaller  repairs  and  improvements  have  been  made  and  the 
buildings  and   grounds   are   now   in   first   class   shape   and   condition. 

The  Board  is  proud  to  be  able  to  say  that  through  economy  and 
efficiency  it  has  been  able  to  do  all  this  without  calling  upon  the 
State   for   extra   appropriation   or   creating   a    deficiency.

THE   MONTANA  SOLDIERS'  HOME 

The  Montana  Soldiers'  Home  is  now  twenty-six  years  old  and  we 
fully  believe  it  to  be  a  credit  to  the  State  and  to  the  different  adminis- 
trations that  have  had  a  part  in  its  upbuilding  and  maintenance.  Ng 
scandal  has  even  been  connected  with  it,  and  no  charge  of  corruption 
or    extravagance   has    even    been    made    against    its    management. 

It  occupies  a  beautiful  location  on  the  banks  of  the  Flathead  river. 
The  buildings  are  substantially  constructed  of  brick,  stone  and  con- 
crete, are  finely  grouped  and  surrounded  with  trees  and  lawns.  The 
river  provides  fine  boating  and  fishing  for  the  inmates.  The  town 
of  Columbia  Falls  two  miles  distant  has  all  the  necessary  trading 
facilities. 
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The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Soldiers'  Home  are  well  aware  of 
tha  present  deplorable  condition  of  the  State's  finances,  and  realize  that 
the  strictest  economy  must  be  used,  not  only  in  the  maintenance  of 
the  home,  but   in  asking  for  appropriations  for  needed  improvements. 

While  a  new  dormitory  for  the  men  is  badly  needed,  as  the  present 
one  is  over-crowded,  some  of  the  men  now  sleeping  in  the  basement, 
and  while  an  addition  to  the  Women's  building  is  also  needed  as  it  is 
now  full,  with  more  applications  on  file,  we  have  decided  not  to  ask 
for  appropriations  for  those  buildings  but  to  confine  our  requests  for 
what  we  deem  an  absolute  essential,  an  annex  to  the  present  Hos- 
pital, that  will  not  only  take  care  of  men  who  should  be  taken  there 
from  the  other  building,  but  would  provide  for  a  women's  ward  that 
is  sorely  needed. 

At  this  time  there  are  seven  women  in  the  Women's  building  who 
are  sick  and  should  be  in  the  hospital,  but  cannot  be  taken  there  be- 
cause of  lack  of  room  and  of  facilities  for   caring  for  women   patients. 

This  building  we  feel  that  we  must  have,  for  in  addition  to  pro- 
viding for  the  care  of  the  sick  men  and  women,  it  would  to  some 
extent   relieve   the   congestion   in   the   other   buildings. 

A  new  heating  plant  is  badly  needed,  as  the  present  one  is  an- 
tiquated and  overburdened  with  the  present  demands.  We  dislike  to 
think  of  what  would  happen  to  our  150  old  soldiers  and  their  wives 
and  widows,  if  the  present  single  boiler  should  suddenly  go  out  of 
commission  during   our   cold   winter  weather. 

The  Soldiers'  Home  is  not  a  temporary  institution,  for  its  services 
and  comforts  will  be  required  by  the  veterans  of  the  later  wars  for 
many,  many  years  after  the  veterans  of  the  Civil  War  have  passed 
beyond.
